DO NOT DISTURB 


A hotel with a reputation for exhibitionism gets modest to keep the 
grandparents Nappy. By Joe ESKENAZI 


he Planning Commission is not 
sexy. Phonebook-sized case 
summaries before the 
Planning Commission are not 
sexy. But a line unearthed from 
one 425-page case summary does hold 
within it at least a kernel of sexy. 

With regards to a proposed 11-story 
hotel at 250 Fourth St., neighborhood 
groups insisted upon “the addition of 
privacy louvers” for some of the hotel-to- 
be’s floor-to-ceiling windows. Louvers — 
blinds, essentially — are not exactly a 
cutting-edge feature for a modern hotel. 
But in this neighborhood, the combination 
of floor-to-ceiling windows and an 
unimpeded view of all going on behind 
them for gawpers in Yerba Buena Square 
has likely led many to wish for some 
judiciously placed screening. 

Readers of Kemble Scott’s 2007 
bestseller SoMa may recall a female 
character being lured to the Argent Hotel 
and debauched, not knowing she was 
participating in a spectator event. That 
book’s author insists that this is not amere 
literary creation: Around 2002, he says, 
people who enjoyed being watched would 
put on ashow at the Argent (which is now 
the Westin). “This was a thing,” insists 
Scott James, the nom de real life of Kemble 
Scott. “This was the exhibitionists’ hotel 
of choice.” 

This, however, was not the inspiration 
for mandatory louvers. Some of the 
proposed new hotel’s rooms will be 
situated just 40 feet across an alley froma 





high-rise senior center. John Elberling is 
the CEO of TodCo, which runs eight 
affordable residential facilities in SOMA — 
and he’s less concerned about his residents 
viewing lusty guests out their windows 
than guests of any sort peering in the 
windows of the elderly residents. “Rather 
than have seniors need to have their blinds 
closed all day, if the hotel is going to have 
floor-to-ceiling windows, they should 
install these louvers,” he says. Informed of 
the reputation of the Westin around the 
corner, he laughs. “Sunbathers? Flashers? I 
can tell you that did not come up.” 


Alas, no voyeur-friendly scenes appeared 
during a recent nocturnal voyage to Yerba 
Buena Square. Human figures are clearly 
visible in the Westin’s wide windows, but 
discerning what’s going on would require 
binoculars. A pair of Yerba Buena janitors 
affirmed that large groups of binocular-tot- 
ing men do not congregate in the area; the 
closest thing to quirkiness in the park was a 
fire-dancer. In the heady days of the early 
21st century, folks may have braved the cold 
to catch a glimpse of distant couples slam- 
ming away, many floors above. In 2013, 
however, there’s likely an app for that.

Criminal Genius 


Troubled kids turn out 
to become successful 


entrepreneurs, says study. 


Duh, says Silicon Valley. 


or those tired parents who are 
stashing away money to bail their 


ounk-ass kid out of jail someday soon, 
they can take some comfort in knowing there 


may be a return on that hard-earned cash. 
A study conducted by researchers at 


University of California, Berkeley, shows that 


badly behaved children tend to grow up to 
be incredibly rich and successful 


entrepreneurs. We’re talking the Bill Gateses 


who had to go to therapy in their youth for 


behavioral problems, and the Mark 
Zuckerbergs who were disciplined in college 
for creating a time-machine that throws 
people hours into the future with nothing to 
show for it but some vaguely frothy feelings 
about that girl in high school. 

Here’s how professor Ross Levine of the 
Haas Economic Analysis and Policy Group 
explains the results: 

“Our data revealed that many successful 
entrepreneurs exhibited aggressive behavior 
and got in trouble as teenagers. This is the 
person who wasn’t afraid to break the rules, 
take things by force, or even be involved in 
minor drugs.” 

Of course, not every kid booked into 
juvenile hall shares that destiny, so don’t get 
excited just yet, parents; the study notes that 
these criminal kids generally have a bit of 


luck to boot, including a high IQ, wealthy 
parents, and exceptionally high self-esteem. 

The researchers combed data from the 
National Longitudinal Survey of Youth, a 
representative sample of 12,686 males and 
females who were between the ages of 14 
and 22 when first surveyed in 1979; 
interviews with participants have continued 
to the present day. 

In terms of earnings, the study found that 
successful entrepreneurs displaying these 
traits typically started their careers as high- 
earning salaried workers, and when they 
branched out on their own and established 
companies, they often enjoyed a 70 percent 
boost in earnings. 

So be proud of your troubled brat, and 
hope they grow up to be one of the rich ones.

and tarnished medals, disavowing the crown- 
ing achievement of many young lives. 

But, per spokesman Deron Smith, the 
Scouts have a most peculiar position on re- 
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one of the treasures of 
my life — my Eagle Scout 
Medal,” begins a letter from the 
Rev. Gene Huff of San Francisco 
to the local Boy Scout Council. “It 
was pinned on my chest by my 
late mother, Alice Huff, on the 
stage of a public park ina small 
city in Oklahoma in 1943 when I 
was a fifteen-year-old lad. While 
this medal was once a precious 
symbol of how much scouting 
meant to my personal growth and 
development as a young man, I 
am now returning it to the Boy 
Scouts of America because I can 
no longer acknowledge any ties 
with the scouting movement due 
to its now court-sanctioned dis- 
crimination against those who ac- 
knowledge themselves to be gay.” 





Thousands of letters similar to this one — 
though perhaps not as eloquent — have been 
mailed to local Scout Councils and Boy Scouts 
of America headquarters in Texas, joining the 
hundreds of thousands of signatures 
attached to e-petitions on sites like and S.F’s 
own Change.org. (When the BSA spurned 
Moraga resident Ryan Andreson’s Eagle 
Scout application due to his “avowed homo- 
sexuality,” a purported half-million signatures 
came rolling in.) Along with the letters from 
Eagle Scouts like Huff came aging patches 


nouncing one’s Eagle status: You can’t. It’s not 
up to you. “Once the honored (sic) is earned, it 
is permanent,” he writes. 

Considering the Scouts’ Christian religi- 
osity, the organization’s insistence that its 
members lack the free will to determine 
whether to remain members is intriguing. 
One of the core tenets of Christianity is faith. 
And those who have returned their hard- 
earned Eagle Scout regalia have, obviously, 
lost their faith in Scouting. 

“For a voluntary organization to choose to 
list someone as a member who has renounced 
it seems a contradiction of terms,” says Father 
William O’Neill, a professor of social ethics at 
UC Berkeley’s Jesuit School of Theology. 
From the perspective of another voluntary or- 
ganization, the Catholic Church, “If it comes 
to a point where you cease to believe what is 
the heart of your faith, you have, in effect, sev- 
ered your relationship. ... You always follow 
your heart — and if it means estrangement, 
permanent or temporary, that is what you do.” 

Similarly, notes University of Southern 
California religion professor Paul Lichter- 
man, an Evangelical Protestant’s Christianity 
is gauged by his or her “keeping up a relation- 
ship with Jesus Christ” — a measure largely 
determined by an individual, and not the 
church. And University of San Francisco reli- 
gion professor Aysha Hidayatullah notes that 
the traditional Islamic belief is that “Every- 
one, before they are born, has chosen to sub- 
mit to God. But it’s up to you to decide if 
you're going to honor that promise.” 

Among major religions, it seems there’s 
only one that sees things the Boy Scout way, 
defining you as a member of the tribe whether 
you like it or not. And that, of course, is Juda- 


ism. If your mother was Jewish or you under- 
went a conversion, you can open up a white 
bread and Miracle Whip factory or hail Mah- 
moud Ahmadinejad as a misunderstood ge- 
nius — but according to the venerated 
tradition, you’re still Jewish. 

And that makes things difficult for gay 
Jewish Eagle Scouts like Howard Menzer. 

Menzer has more than 1,500 Eagle medals: 
“T got amonster box full of them.” He'll take 
yours, too. The 75-year-old president of the 
advocacy group Scouting For All says trou- 
bled Eagles shouldn’t bother mailing their 
hardware to the Scouts — “It’s just a piece of 
metal they’re gonna throw away.” Instead, he 
says, send it his way and he’ll hold on to it un- 
til the BSA alters its discriminatory policies. 
(Mail to: Howard Menzer, P.O. Box 600841, 
San Diego, CA, 92120.) 

A change could come as soon as May, ata 
meeting of the Scouts’ National Council. 
What countless petitions — and Gene Huff’s 
medal — could not accomplish, perhaps the 
loss of corporate sponsorship will: On the ta- 
ble is a proposal to kick the decision of 
whether to allow openly gay Scouts and lead- 
ers to the local council level. This seems to be 
a crude “state’s rights” argument neatly de- 
signed to enrage those on all sides of the issue. 
Menzer, however, would take it as a victory, 
and advises those without an inclusive troop 
in their neighborhood to form their own. 

Mailing thousands of medals to dormant 
Eagles in the event ofa policy change could 
cost a fair bit. But “we have the funds,” prom- 
ises Menzer. “We have plenty enough money 
to do that and throw a victory party, too.”

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THE CONTINUING EVOLUTION of 24th STREET 


What’s happening in the Mission now is the product of more than two centuries of changes.

n his day, Jaime Maldonado says, his 

father was an interloper, too. When 

the elder Maldonado opened La Vic- 

toria Bakery on 24th Street in 1951, the 

neighborhood was mostly Italian and 
Irish; La Victoria displaced Murphy’s Phar- 
macy. Mr. Murphy went out of business, but 
the bakery and the Catholic church down 
the block helped turn the area into a thriv- 
ing Mexican neighborhood. 

“It was like someone put a giant neon sign 
above us: ‘Aqui estan los pinches Mexica- 
nos’,” jokes Maldonado, 44, an exuberant 
man with asly sense of humor. 

Focusing on the neighborhood’s history 
of transformation seems to help keep Mal- 
donado, who has run La Victoria since 1992, 
upbeat about the erosion of the Latino busi- 
ness district his father helped forge along the 
strip of 24th Street east of the BART station. 

The street has long been home to a mix of 
mom-and-pop restaurants, hair salons, and 
bodegas. The latest round of changes began 
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quietly several years ago, as a few sleek cof- 
fee shops and restaurants popped up. But in 
recent months, they have become the norm 
rather than the exception, as 24th Street 
looks a lot less like the quieter cousin to 
gritty Mission Street and alot more like a 
second Valencia Street, with its array of 
high-end boutiques and trendy eateries. 
Those changes were abundant in 2012: 
Gourmet sandwich shop Pig & Pie opened 
where record store Discolandia had enjoyed 
a 30-year reign as a Latino cultural hub. 
Another of the street’s oldest businesses, 
Roosevelt Tamale Parlor, changed 
ownership for the second time in five years. 
Taqueria El Tonayense was evicted, giving 
rise to a Jewish deli, Wise Sons, which 
proved an instant success. A gritty Latino bar 
abutting the BART station was reborn asa 
well-lit cafe. A liquor store became a juice 
bar. A narrow store jammed with Catholic 
votive candles and statues shut its doors, 
and an arty out-of-print bookstore opened 
where the Purple Haze smoke shop used 
to be. 
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Long-empty spaces on the street are being 
filled, leaving it with fewer vacancies than 
any other commercial district in town, ac- 
cording to Erick Arguello, head of the Lower 
24th Street Merchant’s Association, an all- 
volunteer group. And rents are climbing. An 
unmemorable vacancy near Potrero Avenue 
recently bore a handwritten For Rent sign 
asking $3,500 a month. Arguello says pros- 
pectors have asked some businesses when 
their leases expire. 

The street changed in fits and starts for 
years, but the pace of change seems to be ac- 
celerating in a way that has many Latino 
business owners scared. 

“Tt’s atime of lots of opportunity,” Maldo- 
nado says stubbornly. But he knows that if La 
Victoria is to survive, he’s going to have to 
place big bets on major changes. 
ca pends on the stretch of time one 

considers. Jason Nazzal, who owns 
Sidewalk Juice, grew up working at his fa- 
ther’s store, Valencia Whole Foods at 21st 
and Valencia streets. 

“T saw Valencia 20 years ago, and it’s a to- 
tally different neighborhood there now. I felt 
like the same thing was going to happen 
here,” he says over the whir of blenders in his 
new 24th Street shop. 

Changes to 24th Street began to snowball 
in the second half of 2012, but they’ve been 
building for some time. Those entrepreneurs 
thinking in the long-term have been watch- 
ing and waiting. 

Chris Dixon, a 42-year-old with dark- 
rimmed glasses, first moved to the Mission 
during the dot-com boom. Early on, he didn’t 
feel safe walking alone at night in some areas. 
But two years ago, he opened a tiny record 
shop on 24th Street near South Van Ness 
with expectations that the street’s commer- 
cial tenor would change. 

Pig & Pie owner Miles Pickering, a tidy 
man in his 40s, also settled near 24th Street in 
the late 1990s. 

“Tt was clear that it was coming, but I’ve 
been completely blown away by how fast 
things have changed,” he says. 

Meanwhile, some of the same businesses 
that presaged Valencia Street’s gentrification 
in the 1990s have led 24th Street’s transfor- 
mation. Modern Times Books arrived in 2011, 
when the co-op could no longer afford the 
rent on Valencia. Alley Cat Books, a sister to 
Valencia’s Dog Eared Books, followed last 
fall, taking over a long-shuttered smoke shop 
owned by the same landlord. Sidewalk Juice 
expanded from its original location just 
off Valencia on 21st Street to open its doors 
last summer. 

Valencia Street now commands commer- 
cial rents high enough to force out the bou- 
tiques that took over during the dot-com 
boom. Currents, one of the first boutiques to 
open on Valencia in the early 90s, just closed 
due to arent increase. Rents are so high that 
the Valencia Corridor Merchants Association 
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has asked the city for a moratorium on full- 
service restaurants, which often outbid other 
businesses. 

Because retail spaces on Mission Street 
have big footprints, designed to accommo- 
date the department stores that made up the 
thriving Mission Miracle Mile in the 1950s, 
the spillover of boutiques and restaurants 
funnels down 24th Street. Wise Sons came to 
24th Street in large part because the partners 
couldn’t afford to rent on Valencia, says co- 
owner Evan Bloom. 

Asked why she chose 24th Street, Alley 
Cat Books owner Kate Rosenberger shrugs, 
“Someone was going to do it.” 

Rosenberger, who sports a gray shag hair- 
cut with multicolored highlights, has an un- 
witting habit of landing early in gentrifying 
neighborhoods. She opened Phoenix Books 
on the Noe Valley stretch of 24th Street in 
1985, and Dog Eared Books on Valencia in 
1992. She hopes 24th Street will be spared the 
upscale homogenization of those strips. 

“There’s so much going on down here,” 
she says of the street beyond Alley Cat’s hard- 
wood floors. 

The incoming tide of affluent young white 
people into the Mission resonates change all 
the way out to its farthest corner. Even after 
the dot-com bubble burst, they have contin- 
ued to come to the Mission. Economic forces 
drive the trend, of course, but individually, 
newcomers are lured by their compatriots 
and the neighborhood’s reputation for being 
an exciting, diverse place to live. It’s the same 
song being played on street corners in Los 
Angeles’ Echo Park, Austin’s east side, and 
pretty much all of Brooklyn. 

Common to that song is that the neighbor- 
hood’s Latino population is waning, however. 
Latinos, who once accounted for nearly half 
of the Mission’s population, now make up 
just over a third, according to the most recent 
census data. For whites, the numbers are re- 
versed. White Mission dwellers are also 
much better off than their Hispanic neigh- 
bors: The median income of a white house- 
hold, $102,245, is more than twice that ofa 
Hispanic household. 

Rents have continued to edge upward. In 
the spring of 2012, as the tech industry and 
others picked up their hiring, rents in the 
trendier northwest corner of the Mission 
spiked upward, says Deborah Brown, a leas- 
ing agent with J. Wavro Associates. 

Higher residential rents push nearby com- 
mercial rents higher, experts say. And for busi- 
nesses that serve working-class Latinos, they 
also erode their customer base; regulars move 
away and only return sporadically, shopping 
as much for nostalgia as for products. 

La Victoria’s Latino customers increas- 
ingly come on weekends to stock up for the 
week, Maldonado says. 

“They used to live down the street, around 
the corner; they no longer do. Those are the 
ones that used to buy here every day. So now 
it’s achallenge to fill your everyday consumer 
dollar. If they all move to Watsonville because 


their home got repossessed, that makes a 
huge difference,” he says. 

Many merchants can no longer afford to 
live in the Mission. Maldonado packed up for 
Ingleside in 2007. The family that runs 
Ayuntla, the pop-up restaurant that opened 
inside Casa Sanchez, was forced out of its 
previous location by condo development; the 
older generation lives on 22nd Street, but the 
younger generation has settled in Daly City. 
Nazzal, who’s Middle Eastern, lives in South 
San Francisco. 

Unlike the Mission’s white residents in 
the 1950s, who later moved to the suburbs, 
most Latinos aren’t leaving the neighborhood 
by choice. They leave behind the Mission’s 
strong cultural fabric to secure lower rents, 
sometimes in troubled East Bay neighbor- 
hoods like West Oakland. 

“The reality is the Mission has not always 
been a Latino community. It was German; it 
was Irish; it was Polish. But the people who 
left went to better places, and now the Lati- 
nos who are leaving are going to worse places 
— places where they don’t have the resources 
and they have more crime,” says Eva Marti- 
nez, a San Francisco native and former exec- 
utive director of AcciOn Latina, a cultural 
nonprofit with offices on 24th Street. 


aking an even longer view, it becomes 
; clear that the Mission, far from being 

shaped by sudden cultural popular- 
ity, has been in a huge, constant, often 
bloody state of flux that complicates easy 
notions of gentrification. Almost since the 
Spanish mission that gave the neighborhood 
its name was founded in 1776, the Mission 
District has been a canvas colored by the 
city’s shifting economic tides. 

The Mission sits on a valley floor sur- 
rounded by Twin Peaks to the west, Potrero 
Hill to the east, Bernal Hill to the south, and 
to the north sand dunes were leveled to cre- 
ate the South of Market neighborhood. 

The Spanish mission shattered the 
Ohlone Indian settlements that had 
occupied the valley. When the missions 
were abandoned just a few decades later, 
some affluent Hispanics stayed behind. But 
before long they were muscled out by 
merchant-class white settlers who followed 
the 1849 Gold Rush. 

The developing American city’s earliest 
streetcar routes connected the Mission to 


SOMA, which has historically worked as a 
kind of staging ground for downtown. SOMA 
was divided between industrial and port-re- 
lated industries, and working-class housing 
for new immigrants. As each subsequent 
wave became more established, workers 
would flow out to live in the Mission. 

The neighborhood developed east from 
the site of the Mission Dolores and south 
from SOMA, unfolding gradually toward 
what is now the district’s southeast corner at 
24th Street and Potrero Avenue. Commerce 
first sprang up on 24th Street in the latter half 
of the 19th century to serve these outlying 
residents, who were cut off from the com- 
mercial strips on Valencia and Mission 
streets by a diagonal rail spur. 

In 1867, St. Peter’s Church, the city’s first 
Irish parish, was founded around the corner 
from where La Victoria Bakery stands today, 
turning the southeast corner of the Mission 
into a working-class Irish stronghold. 24th 
Street became its bustling commercial hub. 

After the 1906 earthquake, disputes over 
building codes delayed the reconstruction of 
SOMA, which had been almost entirely razed 
by fire. A wave of English, Scottish, Irish, Ger- 
man, and Scandinavian union laborers was 
pushed out to the Mission to live. The area 
ceased to be a leafy suburb and became part of 
the hurly-burly of the rebuilding city, becom- 
ing less affluent and more densely packed. 

And it emerged as a hotbed of labor activ- 
ism. In 1907, the Streetcar Strike claimed 31 
lives after railroad bosses hired gunman to 
disrupt protests. The strike’s spiritual leader 
was Rev. Peter York of St. Peter’s Church, and 
many of the union workers lived in the Mis- 
sion. The strike ultimately failed, but it be- 
stowed on the Mission a political capital 
sealed in blood. 
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The neighborhood remained a mostly 
white progressive stronghold through World 
War II. But after the war, the Mission’s resi- 
dents began drifting out to the newly built 
suburbs, including the Sunset District and 
Visitation Valley, joining a national “white 
flight.” Latinos rose to become the neighbor- 
hood’s dominant force. 

The first arrivals spilled out from SOMA 
in the 1930s, when construction of the Bay 
Bridge brought thousands of workers to the 
district. More followed, gradually clustering 
around the church and bakery. White bohe- 
mians also drifted in. The Mission went from 
one-tenth Latino in 1950 to nearly half Latino 
by 1970. 

White laborers forged the Mission as a 
neighborhood and put it on the progressive 
map, but they saw it as a way station on their 
path to greater economic prosperity. The La- 
tinos who arrived after the war, though, made 
the area their own. They breathed new life 
into it. 

In the 1960s, Latino neighborhood groups 
managed to fight off the urban revitalization 
program that ultimately proved disastrous in 
Western Addition and the Fillmore. Chicano 
activism flourished, and Mexican-style mu- 
rals began to color the neighborhood. Galeria 
de la Raza was founded in 1970 at the corner 
of 24th and Bryant streets. 

In the ’70s and ’80s, political turmoil in 
Central America drove another wave of Lati- 
nos to the Mission, generating some infight- 
ing in the community that paralleled the rise 
of gangs. Meanwhile, affluent gay men start- 
ing spilling out of the Castro into the Mis- 
sion’s northeast corner. 

The Mission was politically weakened 
when dot-com money hit the city’s veins like 
a speedball in the 1990s. Developers took ad-

vantage of a 1988 law easing zoning restric- 
tions for live-work lofts, replacing many of 
the Mission’s idle industrial buildings with 
polished residences. Tech workers followed, 
lured, too, by easy access to the freeways that 
lead south to Silicon Valley. 

The population of the 94110 ZIP code, 
which encompasses the Mission and Bernal 
Heights, swelled by nearly 4,000 between the 
1990 and 2000 censuses before settling 
around 70,000 people in 2010. The median 
household income rose in the 90s from 
$29,874 to $53,108 — almost a 30 percent 
jump even after adjusting for inflation. Rents 
and housing prices went up, and many 
longtime homeowners sold. Businesses 
cropped up to cater to the newcomers: 
Valencia Street, previously occupied by 
appliance stores, became a row of boutiques 
and top-tier restaurants. 

The influx remade the northwest corner 
of the Mission, but delivered only a modest 
trickle of newcomers to the southeast corner 
before the dot-com boom went bust. The 
24th Street commercial district remained 
largely unchanged. 


ut now, with a second boom reshaping 
m4 the city’s economy, changes in the 

24th Street corridor are accelerating. 
For business owners, the news isn’t necessar- 


ily bad. The influx of money is a business op-

“T think it all depends on the business peo- 
ple’s ability to adjust and to realize that they 
may want to still serve traditional customers, 
but they have to create new ways to serve 
new customers,” Martinez says. 

La Palma Mexica-tessen, opened in 1953, 
is almost always jammed with a mix of white 
and Latino customers. The Roosevelt sees 
steady traffic of white and Latino patrons of 
all ages. Over the summer, Woody Allen 
filmed scenes for his upcoming movie, Blue 
Jasmine, at Casa Lucas bodega before having 
lunch at Wise Sons. 

Along the 24th Street corridor, nearly a 
third of proprietors, including Maldonado, 
own their stores outright, insulating them 
from spikes in commercial rents. 

Indeed, some of the current turnover has 
more to do with generational change than ris- 
ing rents. Discolandia went out of business 
when owner Silvia Rodriguez retired. The 
woman who ran Angela’s Gifts, which sold 
mostly religious items, became too infirm to 
run the store. The husband-and-wife owners 
of Frutilandia restaurant, who had been com- 
muting from Antioch, retired and sold the 
business to a younger Latino couple. In De- 
cember, World Pioneer Video went the way of 
many video stores, but the owners, an Asian 
family that also runs the Chinese restaurant at 
24th and Bryant, plan to open anatural gro- 
cery next door to the now-empty space. 

Luz de Luna is one of a handful of new La- 
tino-owned stores on 24th Street, when it 
moved in June from a cramped spot on sleepy 
25th Street. In a historical echo of Maldona- 
do’s ouster of Murphy’s Pharmacy, Luz de 
Luna took over the space J.J. O’Connor Flow- 
ers left behind when it closed after more than 
a century in business. 

Owner Denise Gonzales has sought to 
make use of her proximity to BART by ap- 
pealing to passersby of all races. The gift store 
is colorful, with a big, open doorway and pol- 
ished wood floors. Her business has picked 
up since she moved, says Gonzales, 54, a Pe- 
ruvian woman with a broad, welcoming face. 
The customer base has become more “Ameri- 
can,” she says, by which she means white. 

Gonzales and Maldonado think, to some 
extent, that businesses that can’t or won’t 
change doom themselves to failure. The 
older generation of businesses can boost their 
economic outlook by updating storefronts 
and making an effort to appeal to the neigh- 
borhood’s newer residents, Gonzales says. 
Restaurants and bakeries haven’t kept up 
with growing appetites for healthier fare, 
says Maldonado; they could offer less food 
but boost the quality. 
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Those approaches have shown early 
promise for Rafael and Tyrisha Frias, the new 
owners of El Nuevo Frutilandia, a brightly lit 
living room of a restaurant that abuts Lucky 
Street alley. 

Rafael, a lifelong Mission resident who 
owned a restaurant once before, saw Fruti- 
landia as a neighborhood icon. When the 
owners decided to sell, they first considered a 
buyer who planned to put in a coffeeshop, 
Frias says. “I felt it was my duty as a local to 
try to save it.” 

Frias and his wife gave the place a much- 
needed paint job, put out a sidewalk sign, and 
made a Facebook page with an online order- 
ing app. Positive Yelp reviews followed. 

It’s still not a slam-dunk, though. “Any 
business is a struggle. You have to try, you 
have to make it work,” Frias says. 

Struggling businesses face an economic 
double-bind, unable to revamp their stores or 
boost marketing efforts, Arguello and 
Martinez say. Business loans are hard to come 
by in this period of tight credit. The 
merchant’s association is helping businesses 
dive into online marketing, and it’s exploring 
a wide range of options to help with the 
costlier fixes. 

There’s no lack of trying to keep the area’s 
Latino history alive in the present. 


bea laboratory for a different approach to

In areas with high vacancy rates, the city 
incentivizes new businesses setting up shop. 
But along 24th Street, the goal is to preserve 
stalwart Latino businesses. 

“There is areal desire on everyone’s part, 
including many of the new merchants in the 
neighborhood, to preserve as much of the ex- 
isting character of the neighborhood as pos- 
sible. We feel like stabilizing the merchants 
who want to stay is the priority. We’ve heard 
enough from neighbors that they want to see 
the small businesses that have been there for 
along time, they want to see them stay,” says 
Jordan Klein, a neighborhood manager at 
the OEWD. 

The neighborhood’s celebrated history of 
Latino and union activism has marshaled a 
sense, in a city that continues to lean left, that 
its roots should be preserved. And many of 
the new businesses have taken steps to fit in. 
Rosenberger has made an effort to ensure 
that her bookstore reflects the neighborhood, 
actively courting Latino customers by stock- 
ing Spanish-language books and displaying 
work by Latino artists in the gallery space at 
the back of the store. She says Latinos make 
up about half of her clientele. “I’m trying to 
hold off hipsterdom at the door.” 

Pickering says he wanted to keep Pig & Pie 
“down-home and downscale,” in keeping 
with the area’s character. 

“T get my back up not so much about busi- 
nesses that come in to change the Latino 
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Sidewalk Juice owner Jason Nazzal, a 
second-generation merchant, sees 24th 
Street becoming another Valencia. 


character of the place, but businesses that 
are upscaling and trying to make it another 
Valencia,” he says. 

The merchant’s association is working to 
ensure that, even if Latino businesses con- 
tinue to disappear, the neighborhood will at 
least retain physical evidence of its history. 

“Those that have been here a long time 
are concerned it’s going to lose its flavor and 
become bland, that it’ll get too polished. 
Because that’s the beauty of it in a way,” 
says Arguello. 

Before Arguello persuaded him to leave it, 
Pickering had planned to trash the three-di- 
mensional Discolandia sign that sits atop the 
Pig & Pie storefront. Pickering’s glad he kept 
it, despite the strange branding that results. 
Some longtime residents have stopped in to 
thank him, he says. But few stay to eat. Pick- 
ering hopes adding chorizo to the menu will 
help, but his expectations are low. 

Even as white and Latino cultures inter- 
act with curiosity and respect, they still tend 
to self-segregate. Latino-owned L’s Caffe 
draws a significantly browner clientele than 
Sugarlump coffeehouse, which sits directly 
across the street. 

Inaskirmish that hints at tensions be- 
neath the surface, arumor circulated that 
Wise Sons planned to erase the youth- 
painted mural that adorns its eastern wall. 
Arguello and others approached the owners 
about retaining it, co-owner Evan Bloom 
says. The rumor was baseless, Bloom says — 
if anything, the deli hopes to do more work 





with a neighborhood nonprofit that orga- 
nizes youth to paint murals. 

“The old guard doesn’t want to get 
dumped. They don’t want the Mission to 
turn into North Beach, which is just a farce 
of what an Italian neighborhood is. They’re 
doing a much better job than North Beach of 
holding on,” Maldonado says. 


aldonado may love the Mission and 
M his Latino culture, but he’s not blind 
to the issues they face. 

“T get sad that Latinos in my generation 
aren’t more progressive and proactive in 
terms of understanding that things are going 
to cost to make things better,” he says. 

If La Victoria is to remain a vibrant part of 
its community, it will have to change to meet 
the demand of the neighborhood’s new mix 
of residents. 

The business has gone from offering 
Mexican food to Latin food to, increasingly, 
“Latin-inspired” cuisine. Maldonado sees his 
white customers torn between their interest 
in the culture that surrounds them and their 
own tastes and habits. To meet their palates 
halfway, La Victoria is slowly introducing 
menu items such as tamarind beignets and 
chamomile teacakes with cassis glaze. 

“They’re flavors you already like, but 
you don’t necessarily have in your home,” 
he says. 

Maldonado also hopes to redecorate the 
bakery’s storefront and update the dark, old- 
world interior. Tables will go in, and La Vic- 
toria can begin offering a full-service dinner 
five nights a week for about $15. Maldonado 
hopes pop-up kitchens, such as the vegan 
Soul Cocina the bakery recently hosted, will 
cover the other nights. 

Ina volatile neighborhood, you have to be 
a jack-of-all-trades. 

“People are on their way in and people are 
on their way out at the same time, so your 
business model has to change year to year, 
while you figure out who really is out there,” 
Maldonado says. 

It’s not easy for mom-and-pop operations 
to change that quickly. La Victoria hired a 
pastry chef with foodie credentials and La- 
tino roots as its first step toward a re-imag- 
ined menu two years ago. 

Maldonado has just made a batch of ter- 
rones, traditional sweetbreads made of 
breadcrumbs, almost as if his hands were on 
autopilot. One sells for $1; a beignet, mean- 
while, sells for $3. 

“T know which way I’m leaning in the 
next few years,” Maldonado says, handing 
over a terron for the road. “I’m not an idiot.”

IF WALLS 
COULD SING 


It’s rare, but now and again a production 
makes our skin tingle not because of what 
happened on the stage but what happened 
to the stage. Light becomes weather, walls 
become rivers, boxes become cities; 
magically, the world beyond the 
proscenium becomes as complex and fluid 
as a dream. Great stage design is equal 
parts poetry and trickery. Little wonder 
then that Anne Patterson was chosen to 
design a museum exhibit on Houdini. Her 
work has also appeared everywhere from 
Saturday Night Live to the Kennedy 
Center, but it is her exquisite 
collaborations with symphony orchestras 
that have brought audiences to their feet.

More Bigger (Masses) begins with the 
classic absurdist scenario of someone 
stuck in a situation beyond his control: 
The character Guy Johnson, says 
performer Gabriel McKinney, “is in an 
office, ready for a meeting, and it’s getting 
delayed, getting delayed” — for years on 
end. Nathaniel Justiniano, producer of this 
one-night-only, Black Hive Theater 
Projects production, says Johnson is “like 
Gollum;” you can detect the vestiges of an 
average businessman in him — his costume 
shows a shred of khaki pants here, the 
sleeve of an oxford there — but he’s 
fundamentally transformed. Yet ina 
distinctly American twist, Johnson doesn’t 
despair. “The guy’s unbreakable,” says 
McKinney. “The moment he comes in, he’s 
like, ‘This is the day. This is the day I’m 
gonna get my promotion’ — despite 
overwhelming evidence to the contrary.” 
That “fervent, contagious” energy, says 
Justiniano, gives the solo show its humor. 
(McKinney is trained in improv and 
clowning.) But if it’s funny on the surface, 
says McKinney, it’s also “a cathartic 
revelry in [the] greed and avarice” that 
caused the 2008 financial crisis. For some, 
he continues, high finance is just a game; 
for others, the game is “so real that they'll 
never be able to extract themselves 
from it.”

or aman obsessed with visions of 
the future, it seems both appro- 
priate and strangely sad that 
Lebbeus Woods will miss the 
culmination of his work in SF- 
MOMA’s new exhibit, “Lebbeus Woods: Ar- 
chitect.” Like his infamous art, Woods’ life 
was interrupted, and the schism between 
what is and what could have been echoes 
on. Woods, who died in October 2012, is 
lauded as a kind of architectural prophet, 
drawing and sculpting intricate structures 
and spaces that defy authority, political ide- 
ologies, and even physics. 

Since the mid-1990s, four curators have 
been collecting Woods’ work from both 
private and institutional collections; this 
exhibition — which will run until June 2 — 
represents three decades of his radical, ex- 
perimental visions. 

Jennifer Dunlop Fletcher, assistant cura- 
tor at SFMOMA, played a pivotal role in de- 
veloping the Woods show; she says she is 
still pleasantly reeling from ongoing discov- 
eries about his work, his studies, and the dis- 
course around his designs. 

Fletcher explains that Woods’ pervasive 
architectural influence within the field is

rare because of his focus on ideas rather 
than the execution of a particular form (i.e. 
having his buildings actually built). 

“It’s still a debate,” she says. “If we talk 
about Architecture with a capital ‘A,’ is it ac- 
tually an art? And ifit is, it’s the one subject 
that poses legal risks, has governmental lim- 
itations, etc., that other arts are not upheld 
to. Lebbeus viewed architecture the same 
way aconceptual artist would. He was a 
provocateur.” 

Because Woods never intended his de- 
signs to be built, it can be tricky to pin him 
down. Was he an artist? a philosopher? a 
sculptor? SFMOMA’s exhibit suggests that 
Woods was an architect above all, advancing 
the discourse of the built environment 
through the exploration of possibility. 

His work spans a dizzying array of topics 
and aesthetics — from war-torn Sarajevo 
and post-wall Berlin to more playful con- 
cepts like atomb for Albert Einstein; how- 
ever abstract, all are meticulously rendered, 
with intricate cross-hatching, shadowing, 
and painstaking attention to volume, tex- 
ture, and scale.

of whimsy, of mad genius, channeling the 
ebullience of a child not yet acquainted with 
the limits of possibility. 

While sheer imagination dominates 
Woods’ work, he also takes on socio-politi- 
cal topics, offering architecture as a means 
of fostering communication. Conceptual 
structures he called “meta-institutes,” ren- 
dered as both drawings and sculptures, were 
designed to be spaces where institutions 
could continually revise and reform them- 
selves. Not surprisingly, Woods believed 
that the aesthetics of built environments 
were inextricably linked to governmental 
structures and the ideologies that accom- 
pany them. 

Fletcher explains that Woods thought 
the failure of previous revolutions were in 
part related to their architecture. The con- 
cept of “free spaces” is illustrated in both 
Underground Berlin and Aerial Paris, struc- 
tures that offer new perspectives on the 
past, allowing their imagined inhabitants a 
place without agendas. 

“He’s creating spaces that are ideology- 
free,” says Fletcher. “He’s not promoting a 
certain revolutionary stance — they’re not 
pro-democracy or anti-. It’s about finding a 
space where one can discuss these things 
without the visual remnants of a certain pre- 
vailing authority.” 

Here his work recalls science fiction, ex- 
ploring ideas through design: Aerial Paris is 
a concept for asuspended structure de- 
signed to run on static electricity, coupling 
the sheen ofa space station with the burst- 
ing innards of an insect. 

While Woods’ creations abound with 
startling asymmetry, bastardized organic 
shapes, and re-appropriated familiar struc- 
tures (like the box), he’s not dystopian; his 
disconcerting built environments belie a 
profound optimism. 

“San Francisco Project: Inhabiting the 
Quake,” a mixed media series commissioned 
by SFMOMA in 1995, is a manifestation of 
this, exploring the Bay’s precarious position 
ona fault line. Doctored photographs of the 
serene blue bay are coupled with sharp lines 
of red piano wire and huge arching struc- 
tures that look like a wood-plank tsunami or 
a rainbow, depending on your mood. 

“There is this looming danger,” says 
Fletcher. “And he thought we should build 
structures that recognize that, that can shift 
and move and not try to appear as though 
everything is secure at all times.” 

His vision for San Francisco was one that 
acknowledged human fragility in the face of 
natural calamity, but also our ability to coun- 
ter it, to be resilient and willing to create de- 
spite destruction. Woods celebrated the 
transient and cyclical. 

Fletcher says that Woods has been lik- 
ened to a fiction writer; he is merely depict- 
ing reality in a particular way, creating a 
progressive vision and space we can strive 
to occupy. 

“He believed in the strength of the 
individual.”

“Lebbeus Woods: Architect” 


Through June 2 at SFMOMA, 151 Third St., 
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Oz the Great and Powerful 
Rated PG. Opens Friday. 

t this point, MGM’s 1939 The Wizard 
of Oz is so inextricably tangled up 
with L. Frank Baum’s novels that any 
new adaptation of his work inevita- 
bly references the motifs, character- 
izations, and music of Victor Fleming’s film. And so 
Sam Raimi’s very good Oz the Great and Powerful is 
likely to be the only production of 2013 to feature 
little people clad in satin pantaloons. Raimi packs in 
his typical mix of kinetic energy and cornball senti- 
ment relating the arrival in Oz of Oscar Diggs 
(James Franco) — carnival magician, con-man, and 
trickster. His abrupt plunge into the Technicolor 
land of bejeweled cities is the prophesied coming of 
the Wizard of Oz, who will save the people from the 
evil witch Evanora (Rachel Weisz) and her sister, 
the Wicked Witch of the West. Oscar, a shameless 
liar and showman, is the only man in Oz who does 
not believe he’s actually the wizard. Enjoined by 
Glinda (Michelle Williams) to help the oppressed 
and very silly people of Oz, he travels the yellow 
brick road befriending a flying monkey (Zach Braff) 
and a doll named China Girl (Joey King). Mila Ku- 
nis, perhaps the least likely actress to follow up 
Margaret Hamilton’s terrifying embodiment of the 
WWaotW, nonetheless delivers an oversized and 
perfectly hammy performance against a lush visual 
landscape marred only by Raimi’s sweeping, impos- 
sible “magic camera” shots that zoom for miles 
across poppy fields and forests, making million-dol- 
lar CG renders look totally fake, like they cost a 
buck-fifty. CHRIS PACKHAM 





Greedy Lying Bastards

ne thing Craig Scott Rosebraugh’s 
documentary Greedy Lying Bastards 
cannot be accused of is hiding its 
point of view; it’s right there in the ti- 
tle. Though the connection between 
energy companies and climate change is established 
early on through interviews, infographics, and (par- 
ticularly) videos of natural disasters and the impact 
of rising sea levels on people in the Arctic Circle and 
on Polynesian islands, Greedy Lying Bastards is more

concerned with exposing the efforts made by energy 
company shills like the faux-Lord Christopher 
Monckton to discredit scientists and convince the 
public that the notion of humans having an impact 
on the climate is nonsense. His talking points are 
echoed repeatedly on Fox News, and the buffoonish 
Monckton — who describes climate computer mod- 
elers as “typically zitty teenagers sitting in dark 
rooms with a can of Coca-Cola and too many dough- 
nuts and playing on their Xbox 360s,” because that’s 
just good discourse — could be the subject of a sepa- 
rate movie altogether, or at least a wasted afternoon 
on YouTube. At least, he would be entertaining if 
Greedy Lying Bastards didn’t successful convey the 
very real danger we’re in, and that liars like him are 
only making it worse.

Like Someone in Love 

Not Rated. Opens Friday. 
ightly worshiped as a master world- 
wide, Iranian director Abbas Kiar- 
ostami lately has decided to take his 
show on the road. Three years ago he 
left Iran to make a film in Italy, Certified 
Copy, and now he’s made Like Someone in Love in 
Japan. Both still bear a strong Kiarostami signature, 
relying on mindful, playful observation. Both look at 
how the roles people play in each other’s lives tend 
to shift from scene to scene, alighting on temporary 
foundations, eluding both permanence and compre- 
hension. The basic essence of Like Someone in Love 
is that a sociology student (Rin Takanashi) and her 
possessive boyfriend (Ryo Kase) drive around To- 
kyo with an elderly professor (Tadashi Okuno). The 
student is also a high-end escort, and the professor 
is also her client. Whatever else they know about 
each other, and whatever else we know about them, 
are matters of surmise. Kiarostami’s gift is to make 
this seem inviting, at least until an abrupt ending in 
which the film seems to have cornered itself and 
quit. Still, there’s no shortage of wonder in the film- 
maker’s great intuition about just how long he can 
push a long take, or aconcept. The acting is superb, 
and cinematographer Katsumi Yanagijima clearly is 
on board with Kiarostami’s ongoing project, gather- 
ing the glints and shadows playing across the glassy 
frontiers between the parallel worlds of art and life.

Barbara Despite its distributor’s best efforts, Christian 
Petzold’s Barbara was not nominated for Best Foreign 
Language Film at the 2013 Oscars — and even if it 
had made the cut, it probably wouldn’t have bested 
Haneke’s Amour. Barbara did win a handful of less 
high-profile awards, and made several critics’ “Best 
of” lists, and while it’s a perfectly fine little film, that 
praise creates expectations that the movie itself 
doesn’t fulfill. Set in East Germany in 1980, the title 
character (Nina Hoss) isa chain-smoking, upper-class 
doctor exiled to a rural hospital due to vaguely sinister 
political reasons. As city doctors must when stranded 
in the country, at least according to the movies, she 
finds herself developing emotional attachments to 
a hunky colleague (Ronald Zehrfeld) and a troubled 
young patient (Jasna Fritzi Bauer). It’s all played so 
low-key that it never creates much of an impression, 
with few twists or surprises (at least until Chic’s “At Last 
| Am Free” inexplicably plays over the closing credits). 
There’s nothing wrong with Barbara as a movie, but if 
you only see one of the two German-language dramas 
named fora female protagonist currently playingat your 
local arthouse, Cate Shortland’s Lore is the best value 
for your entertainment Pfennig. (S.C.) 

Birth Story: Ina May Gaskin and the Farm Midwives 
SaraLammand Mary Wigmore’s documentary warmly 
recounts howa busload of hippie moms reframed the 
culture of American childbirth. Their matron saint was 
the woman now known as the world’s most famous 
midwife, Ina May Gaskin, who taught herself about 
natural childbirth when grounded knowledge and 
sisterly support seemed preferable to chilly rooms 
presided over by forceps-wielding masked men. Ina and 
husband, Stephen, got together in the spirit-seeking 
glory days of the Haight; when that got too expensive, 
they setup acommuneinrural Tennessee. Leaving alone 
one woman’s cryptic comment that membership there 
meant signing off on Stephenas “spiritual leader,” and 
thathe proved “fallible,” Lamm and Wigmore stay their 
course of gently reverential Gaskin appreciation. More 
importantis that they’re less hesitant to show what birth 
really looks ike, inallits visceral glory. The anecdotal ap- 
proachdoeshavesomerisks, like an implication thatthe 
main reason to think twice about rising C-section rates is 
that they threaten midwives livelihoods. What Ina May 
very reasonably resists is “a scheduled cesarean for no 
good reason,” in the same pragmatic way she resists 
labor induction, on the grounds that “farmers would 
never do that with valuable animals.” Meanwhile, adroll 
peek at the index of a widely used obstetrics manual 
reveals “Chauvinism, male, voluminous amounts, 
1-1102,” and Lamm and Wigmore close their case for 
practical womanly wisdom. (J.K.)

Harvest of Empire At the height of McCarthyismin1954, 
theindependent film Sa/t of the Earth was suppressed 
due to its sympathetic dramatization of a strike by 
Mexican-American zinc miners. Though Peter Getzels 
and Eduardo Lopez’s documentary Harvest of Empire 
is far more direct and damning, in today’s climate it’s 
unlikely to get banned or foment the social change 
the establishment used to be afraid movies could spur. 
Based onthenonfiction book Harvest of Empire by Juan 
Gonzalez (who functions as a de facto narrator, and is 
often shown looking pensive in various New York lo- 
cales), the movie examines how the influx of immigrants 
from Nicaragua, Guatemala, and other Latin American 
countries to the United States in recent decades can 
be traced back to America’s destructive, usually anti- 
Communist foreign policies inthosenations. Among the 
film’s many talking heads is Geraldo Rivera discussing 
his family’s experience as Puerto Rican immigrants, and 
statistics about the current and future demographics of 
the U.S. (one-third of the population is expected to be 
Latino by 2050) are frequently juxtaposed with clips 
of Rivera’s white colleagues on Fox News demonizing 
brown people as alien invaders. Harvest of Empire 
reveals America’s long history of sowing, and, as it 
must, the time has come to reap. (S.C.)

Happy People: A Year in the Taiga So this is Werner 





Herzog phoning it in: cutting down another director’s 
film from four hours to one-and-a-half, ruminating on 
theimagery athand, and slapping onhisowntrademark 
mad-Teuton narration. Not that we’re complaining. 
Director Dmitry Vasyukov’s original project, a nature 
documentary for Russian TV, did the legwork of dwell- 
ing at length in a remote Siberian village of some 300 
souls who, says Herzog, “live by their own rules, but 
according to the dignity of nature.” With the seasons 
imposing a narrative, Herzog’s voiceover imposes a 
theme, idealizing the pre-modern purity of the vil- 
lagers’ survivalism. This suits the innately cinematic 
pleasure of watching resourceful people make stuff 
from scratch amid stunning scenery. One wizened 
trapper, habituated to wintering within his allotted 
1,500 square kilometers with only adog for company, 
speaks sensibly of centuries-old skills, and what this 
man can do with just a hatchet certainly entitles him 
to the occasional use of chainsaw or snowmobile. In 
rare moments of reposehe looks likea cover portrait on 
the paperback of some great Russian novel, reminding 
us that what we’re seeing here is a very deep culture 
indeed. Self-reliance is ofits essence, but itdoesn’t hurt 
to appreciate the cooperation — Vasyukov’s visitation 
plus Herzog’s meditation — by which its chroniclers 
have shared it with the rest of us. (J.K.) 


The Jeffrey Dahmer Files It’s been 22 years since the 


cops found all those murdered, molested, cut-up 
corpses in a factory worker’s tiny Milwaukee apart- 
ment. Does this particular serial killer still hold much 
fascination for America? Does he for filmmaker Chris 
James Thompson? Hard to say, with only The Jeffrey 
Dahmer Files to go on. Thompson’s reticently experi- 
mental documentary seems fixed onthe banality-of-evil 
angle, and apparently unconcerned with one ironic 
consequence of its presentation: the evil of banality. 
The scenes Thompson elects to stage are deliberately 
quotidian and at best only vaguely depraved, as when 
the flat-affect killer acquires his body-disposal barrel 
and lugs it awkwardly onto acity bus, orjust sits alone 
onhis couch, beer in hand, staring off into space. These 
could be Coen brothers moments, had they more 
dramatic shape, but at least Thompson seems on guard 
againsttrivialization. Otherwise, Thompson relies on us 
tocatalyze his chronicle and fill inits blanks with our own 
queasy retrospective awareness. That may be prudent 
givensomuch pre-existing Dahmer media lore, but this 
film still feels abbreviated, as if glumly aware of how 
little insight it really has to add. (J.K.) 


Lore Drawn from Rachel Seiffert’s book The Dark Room, 


director Cate Shortland’s Lore isthe story ofa German 
girl (Saskia Rosendahl) who has the bad luck of being 
the 12-year-old daughter ofan SS officer at the end of 
World War Il. Raised to believe that Hitler is good and 
Jewish people are bad, Lore’s luck doesn’t improve as 
she sets off on foot with her newly orphaned siblings to 
their grandmother’s house in Hamburg. They traversea 
rural Germany littered with corpses — asource of sup- 
plies for Lore and of food for the flies, who arehaving a 
very good year — as well as survivors coming to grips 
with the atrocities committed in their name, mostly 
by denying they happened. Accompanying Lore and 
her siblings is Thomas (Kai Malina), a Jewish boy with 
the haunted look ofa character in an Andrei Tarkovsky 
film — and indeed, the lush, haunted Germany of the 
beautifully shot Lore is reminiscent of The Zone in 
Tarkovsky’s pastoral sci-fi Sta/ker. But the evil that 
occurred in Lore’s world was very real, and her own 
struggle to maintain her sanity in the aftermath may 
provetobeas futileas the war her country waged. (S.C.) 


No Like baseball movies, election movies tend to get 


binary and boring. Here comes that final pitch, and 
it'll be a grand slam or a strikeout, and either way 
our hearts will ache, right? Not always, thankfully. 
Revisiting the 1988 plebiscite by which Chileshook offa 
terrible dictatorship, director Pablo Larrain’s film nicely 
subdues feel-good instincts in favor of nuanced, stoic 
insight. It depicts the surreally historic moment when 
international pressure forced a referendum on the 
Pinochet regime, and pro and con campaigns sprang 
upto dukeit out on Chilean TV. Gael Garcia Bernal stars 
asahotshotad execwho takes charge of the risky bid to 
rally fellow citizens against eight more years of official 
brutality. Told he needs an anthem, he shrewdly insists 
onajingle instead — “Chile, happiness is coming!” — 
and the battle for freedom takes shape as a contest 
between callow, too-chipper “advertising language” 
and duplicitous, fear-mongering propaganda. Larrain 
makes great use of Garcia Bernal’s watchful, worried 


eyes; the stakes rise steadily but remain intimate within 
the understated dynamics of our hero’s estrangement 
from his young son’s mother. Larrain’saesthetic cleverly 
enlists the audience in yearning for a more beautiful 
future. It also illuminates a moral intelligence that’s 
rare among retrospective election movies: something 
beyond just black and white. (J.K.) 


APlaceat the Table This latest Participant Mediaagitprop 


should be easy for us food-utopians to swallow: It’s 
about how messed up it is that the rest of the country 
can’t eat as well as we do. Yes, even as we load our 
larders with fussily sourced organics and calibrate our 
special menus for boutique allergen avoidance, more 
than afew American families must scramble in search of 
anextmeal whose only certainty is negative nutritional 
value. Directors Kristi Jacobson and Lori Silverbush 
want their film to counteract a national epidemic of 
food insecurity, and maybe it can, although not by 
reinventing the documentary wheel. With the requisite 
animated infographics shepherding us through a brisk 
primer on farm policy and USDA history, we learn how 
anill-managed agribusiness boom has compromised 
the availability and affordability of healthy sustenance. 
We learn the consequences of that compromise by 
meeting poor hungry folks in Mississippi, Pennsylvania, 
and Colorado. Also there are experts, and concerned, 
persuasive famous people. The film takes care to make 
fresh vegetables look more appealing than Funyuns, 
butthe real problem, its makers understand, is making 
them more accessible. (J.K.)

Could “San Francisco barbecue” becomea thing?

o our obsession with all things 
local has come to this: North- 
ern California-style barbecue. 

When I first heard the term 
applied to the Mission’s new 
Hi-Lo BBQ, I rolled my eyes. My crew of 
dinner companions, barbecue fanatics the 
lot of them, did the same. Even though it 
seems like every other new restaurant is 
“Northern Californian” these days — and 
even though I (and every other critic in 
town) recently applauded Oakland’s new 
Ramen Shop for inventing “California-style 
ramen” — barbecue itself seemed too 
codified, and too divisive, for the Bay Area 
to claim its own regional variety. 

But by branding his food as such, chef 
Ryan Ostler has shrewdly sidestepped 
much of the criticism that could be aimed 
at his authenticity, or lack thereof. (Who 
cares if the sauce isn’t vinegary enough? 
This is NorCal-style.) It’s also a smart move 
because it allows him to get away with 
experiments that the regular constraints 
of barbecue wouldn’t allow. 

Like the sake-braised pork belly, 

a curl of protein cooked in the nearly 
7,000-pound smoker for six hours to the 
point where the fat has melted into the 
meat and you can slice the whole thing 
with a fork. It was inspired by the pork 
belly served in ramen, and is braised ina 
traditional Japanese sauce with mirin, 
sake, soy sauce, sugar, and aromatics like 
lemongrass, ginger, green onion, and garlic. 
The mild pickles on the plate added a 
colorful element if little else, but I’m still 
dreaming about that pork. 

Same with the duck wings, the restau- 
rant’s take on buffalo wings, coated ina

whiskey-sriracha sauce. Duck wings are 
longer than chicken wings, all the more 
space for the zingy sauce to mingle with 
the musky meat, and they benefit from the 
added novelty of being something you can’t 
get across the street or around the corner. 

Some frown on chicken at barbecue 
joints, and the smoked chicken here on its 
own wouldn’t convince them otherwise — 
it was fine, though the white meat was a tad 
too dry. But the Moroccan chermoula sauce 
blanketing the whole thing was sublime. It 
was deep and complex, heavy on the cumin 
and preserved lemon, and so addictive I 
kept eating it long after I was full. 

Sides also showed creative twists on 
classics. Creamy grits with asiago and 
gouda were topped with mushrooms — 
grits on their own can be reminiscent of sa- 
vory baby food, and Ostler wanted to have a 
textural contrast. The soft, buttery sweet 
potato rolls studded with jalapenos were 
one of the best parts of the meal. The menu 
will change with the seasons, and the 
roasted brussels sprouts on the menu when 
I went, coated in a pineapple-chile sauce 
and topped with fried shallots, made me 
excited to see what Ostler and his team will 
do with spring and summer produce. 

Purists in my party protested the chi-chi 
surroundings, grousing that barbecue 
should be served in as no-frills an environ- 
ment as possible, but I liked the room. The 
walls are lined with burnt and shellacked 
cedar for a visually striking smokehouse 
vibe, and the high-vaulted ceilings and 
windows give the room an airy, cathedral- 
like atmosphere. You order atthe >>p22

counter and find a seat: Communal tables 
downstairs were loud and convivial, while 
smaller tables in the upstairs loft left room 
for intimacy. 

It’s no surprise that the place was so 
polished from the beginning, considering 
that it’s owned and managed by Scott 
Youkilis and David Esler, the duo behind 
sleek Mission establishments Hog & Rocks 
and Maverick. Hi-Lo follows the same 
playbook, down to the cocktail program 
designed by cocktail consultant Scott Beat- 
tie. The drinks complement the bold fla- 
vors of the barbecue — a gin collins was 
infused with tarragon, the Buck Panong 
blended bourbon with lemongrass and gin- 
ger — and for beerheads, there’s an inter- 
esting local beer list available by the pint 
or pitcher. 

Chef Ostler has a long résumé in fine- 
dining kitchens around town, which is seen 
in his elegant plating and clear mastery of 
his ingredients. He’s also from Austin, so he 
knows his ribs and brisket, and most re- 
cently cooked at a restaurant at Google spe- 
cializing in international barbecue. 

Still, when you open a barbecue restau- 
rant, you’re ultimately judged on your ad- 
herence to tradition no matter how you 
position yourself. The standards didn’t

bring anyone at the table to their knees, but 
we all agreed they were solid. The St. 
Louis-cut spareribs had a good smoky fla- 
vor and tender meat that pulled off the 
bone. Brisket on one visit was disappoint- 
ingly dry, but on the second visit it was 
moister, and the Texas red sauce served 
with it — hitting the vinegar and ketchup 
notes — was the tangy counterpoint that 
the meat needed. 

Ultimately, Ostler knows that barbecue 
is a contentious issue and he won’t please 
everyone — nor does he intend to run the 
kind of down-and-dirty stand that many of 
his more die-hard patrons might be expect- 
ing. “[Barbecue is] such a polarizing thing,” 
he says. “I come from Texas and have very 
specific ideas about what barbecue should 
be. Chris the [general manager] is from 
Kansas City and also has very specific ideas 
that are very different from my own. To 
barbecue is to argue, basically.” I’d say Hi- 
Lo has just elevated the discourse.

ized fennel, and pickled shallots. 

Sure, you could easily opt for the smaller, 
more typically German fleisch, but the thick, 
gargantuan sandwich might just be a more 
satisfying accompaniment: all the more food 
to soak up that liter of dunkel. 

One recent offering included caramelized 
onions, bacon, white cheddar, house-made 
pickles, greens, and truffle aioli. The propor- 
tions of each component were nearly ideal: 
The burger-to-bun ratio favored the meat, the 
toppings stayed atop the mound, and the 
smear of aioli was light enough not to detract 
from the whole, but heavy enough to make its 
presence known.

in the lounge of OneUP, the 


new restaurant that replaced the 
Grandviews at the San Francisco Grand 
Hyatt. 

If you’ve never heard of OneuUP it’s 
orobably because it is territory long ceded 
by locals to the tourists; there in the center 
of the hustle, it is a spot hidden in plain 
sight. It seemed like the perfect place to 
rendezvous with an old flame.

locked lips like old times. She’s still such a 
tart — vibrant with lime juice that embraces 
her orange perfume — but you could tell 
the years had matured her. 

Consulting bar manager Scott Beattie 
(Goose & Gander, Hog & Rocks, Hi-Lo BBQ) 
took her to North Africa, and she now 
elegantly wears cardamom, orange 
blossoms, and pomegranate instead of 
more dressed-down cranberry. Despite her 
age, she seems sultrier than ever, and It’s a 
little too easy to spend the night with her. 

Fashion and the craft cocktail disdain for 
vodka made her less sought after (once or 
twice practically chased out of town), but 
even in our lust we recognized that she, like 
most cocktails, was never meant for a long- 
term relationship. The whole time we were 
reminded of the heartache she’s capable of 
causing the morning after — how often 
we’d wake up nauseous, with a dry mouth 
and a huge headache. Still, we’ll be happy 
to run into her more often at OneUP, and 
talk about the 
good times.

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Squeezing Stories 
From Leprechauns

Cc BS News once had what seemed like a 
cool idea for a segment.

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The Vague Charms of Sky Ferreira 


Parsing the breakthrough success of “Everything Is Embarrassing.”

his will not be an interview with 
Sky Ferreira. Not much of one, 
anyway. The shapeshifting Los 
Angeles pop starlet released one 
of the best songs of 2012 with 
her melancholy stab at disco-pop, “Every- 
thing Is Embarrassing,” and now, apparently, 
she is very busy. She is too busy to be inter- 
viewed by phone from London (so we’re told 
by her publicist, with apologies), and also too 
busy to contribute much more than one- 
word answers to a list of e-mailed questions. 
We asked, for instance, about her view on 
why the slight, noirish “Everything Is Embar- 
rassing” — which debuted on Pitchfork in 
August and landed on many lists of 2012’s 
best singles — became a sleeper hit. Espe- 
cially since the 20-year-old Ferreira has been 
ona major label for five years, without any- 
thing else making a similar impact. 

Her response? “Because it’s simple, clean, 
and has a nice good hook.” Which is true — 
and totally unsatisfactory. “Everything Is Em- 
barrassing” is a ridiculously good pop song, 
the kind you can play on repeat for weeks 
without finding your way out of its insistent, 
spacious, alluring gloom. With the original 
clip at just over 1.1 million views on YouTube, 
it’s no “Gangnam Style,” but it’s a definitely a 
success: The song has been remixed by nu- 
merous other artists, including Twin Shadow 
and Unknown Mortal Orchestra, and it 
sparked a mini-reprise of an awkward con- 
versation the music world had last year 
around Lana Del Rey, pop authenticity, and 
major labels successfully marketing their art- 
ists to people who dislike major labels and be- 
ing marketed to. 


Like Del Rey, Ferreira is something of a 
pop construction. She was signed to EMI at 
age 15 and her image has been reconfigured 
numerous times since then, with a debut al- 
bum yet to see release. “Everything Is Embar- 
rassing” was written and produced with her 
pals Devonté Hynes and Ariel Rechtshaid, 
and marks the arrival of the sometime-Calvin 
Klein model’s pouty Pitchfork phase. (Hynes, 
who records his own music as Lightspeed 
Champion and Blood Orange, has co-written 
a number of indie-leaning big-pop hits, in- 
cluding Solange Knowles’ “Losing You.”) 

Like a lot of successful youth-oriented 
music these days, “Everything Is Embarrass- 
ing” is notably spare. It begins with a simple, 
distant drum sample that never changes or 
goes away, and continues with punctuating 
strikes of piano chords. A slow wash of syn-

thesizer arrives during the chorus, and the 
bridge teeters across a ripple of slap bass. The 
core thread is Sky Ferreira’s voice, warm and 
dark and indifferent and hurting — but hurt- 
ing with ambivalence, hurting like Calvin 
Klein models always appear hurt, hurting 
like it’s cool. 

What’s she hurting about? A broken rela- 
tionship, although on paper some of the lyrics 
don’t make a lot of sense: “Maybe if you let me 
be your lover/ Maybe if you tried then I would 
not bother,” she sings repeatedly, and it’s un- 
clear whether she wanted things to work out. 
But the hook sort of clarifies: “I’ve been hating 
everything/ Everything that could have 


1l-song mixtape that showcases his gruff voice 
reciting noirish sex-raps over abrasive, metallic 
beats. /n Dark Denim successfully builds on the 
success of the acclaimed Fantasy Beds and End 
of Earth projects from the last two years, and 
heralds Antwon as a special talent from the 
Bay: He’s a rapper who makes fantastically cre- 
ative hip-hop with a distinctively punk attitude. 
Putting his tweeting on hold, Antwon ex- 
plains his unlikely appreciation of Detroit’s fore- 
most rap-rocker. “Kid Rock rules, man,” he says, 
obviously sincere. “When | was at school, music 
was very divided. Kids would be like, ‘Do you 
like rap or do you like rock music?’” | was into a 
lot of alternative bands, but | didn’t see a differ- 
ence between the two. | just thought if you lis- 


been,” she sings. “Could have been my any- 
thing/ Now everything’s embarrassing.” 

It may be the pinnacle of millennial 
hyper self-consciousness: a post-breakup 
song lamenting not the loss of the actual 
relationship, but the embarrassment of hav- 
ing imagined that it would work out. But the 
strength of “Everything Is Embarrassing” 
is less the specific sentiment than the way 
its lyrics and production conspire, forcing 
you to feel how the song wants you to feel. 
The verses exist in a vacuum, with Ferreira 
singing over just a drumbeat and piano. 

The chorus brings a soothing blanket of 
synth, suggesting a lover’s arms or bed; a 
longing for comfortable intimacy. And then, 
for the final refrain, everything but Fer- 
reira’s voice and that urgent drum beat fall 
away, thrusting the listener back out into the 
chill of the lonely present. The song is pro- 
pulsive (although not quite danceable); you 
are ushered along, never allowed to lag or 
linger. When it’s over, hitting play again is all 
too easy. 

“Everything Is Embarrassing” was re- 
leased along with an EP, Ghost, which con- 
tains one other thumping disco-pop song (the 
also-excellent “Lost in My Bedroom”), two 
folky numbers, and one loud, grunge-y rocker 
that was written with Garbage’s Shirley Man- 
son. Ghost, in other words, is all over the musi- 
cal map. With Ferreira’s long-overdue 
full-length debut now promised for this 
spring, her recent releases offer precious few 
hints as to the singer’s musical direction. After 
the breakthrough success of “Everything Is 
Embarrassing,” can we expect more ofa dark, 
electronic sound in future releases? Or per- 
haps more rock? Ferreira will reveal nothing 
on this point — at least not over e-mail. “I want 
to keep that a surprise!” is all she writes back.

addict.) But the production eschews both the 
sheen of mainstream trap-rap as peddled by 
Rick Ross and Lil Wayne, and the Bay’s arche- 
typal synth-and-slap sound. Instead, Antwon 
joined forces with a bunch of avant-leaning 
racket merchants, with beats coming from Mem- 
phis blog darling Cities Aviv, Houston din-maker 
BLACKIE, and Big Baby Gandhi, a Queens- 
based Das Racist ally who also guest raps on the 
punchy, S.W.V.-sampling “Downtown.” (Antwon’s 
voice will also soon be heard ona single by Hot 
Sugar, the Manhattan-based producer who sam- 
ples sounds made by the city around him, and Is 
working with rapper Kitty Pryde.) 

Antwon’s formative musical steps mirror the 
creative mesh found on /n Dark Denim. His first 
forays were with local punk bands, and he cred- 
its the rugged and stripped-down “Collude/In- 
trude” by EL-P’s former group Company Flow

as being the rap song that inspired him to write 
lyrics. This followed a childhood spent in transit: 
He was born in Key West to amom from the 
Philippines and a Fresno-raised father in the 
armed services; later, as his parents’ relationship 
faltered, Antwon moved to his grandmother’s 
home in Sunnyvale. 

“When | played in bands and started with 
guitar and bass, that’s what made me learn how 
to be musical and make rap better,” he explains. 
And it’s not just lip service: Last October, Ant- 
won headlined a show at legendary Berkeley 
ounk venue 924 Gilman along with local hard- 
core acts and Oakland cloud-rap duo Main At- 
trakionz. His aloum artwork goes for a lo-fi look, 
with the cover of last year’s End of Earth featur- 
ing askull on a distressed, photocopied-looking, 
black-and-white background. 

The tail-end of 2012 saw Antwon winning ac- 
claim for this distinct style: SP/N named End of 
Earth one of the best hip-hop albums of the 
year, and this publication chose it as one of the 
best rap records from the Bay. Antwon appreci- 
ates the critical love, but says he’s simply mak- 
ing the music that comes naturally to someone 
who enthuses about Kid Rock while collaborat- 
ing with underground New York hip-hoppers. 
“It’s not really regional,” he says about the style 
he’s forged. “People should just give up on mak- 
ing up some weird genre so that everyone can 
fit in some pocket somewhere.”

222 Hyde Leaves 
withaBoom 


The tiny club with 

the big sound system 
Says goodbye with an 
impressive lineup of DJs.

fter nearly four years of providing one 
A: the city’s unique nightlife experi- 
ences, Tenderloin club 222 Hyde has an- 

nounced that it will close on March 9. Owner 
Emilio “EO” Giraudbit says a dispute with the Cal- 
ifornia Department of Alcoholic Beverage Con- 
trol over the club’s liquor license and the 
impending sale of the building to new owners 
who “would not be sympathetic to the club or its 
operations” mean it’s time to shut down. 

Affectionately referred to as the “rave cave” 
by its patrons, 222 Hyde is one of the centers of 
San Francisco’s underground dance music scene. 
In 2009, Giraudbit bought the space — then an 
ailing electro club with a notoriously awful sound 
system — and began a makeover that turned the 
basement sweatbox into a favorite destination of 
in-the-know DJs around the world. 222 Hyde’s 
Turbosound installation is one of the best sound 
systems in town; its $6,000 Allen & Heath rotary 
mixer is a pleasure for DJs to use; and its ceiling- 
mounted LED lighting array brings an intense vi- 
sual spectacle to a brick-walled subterranean 
space only a little larger than a studio apartment. 
This week may be the club’s last, but like nearly 
everything at 222 Hyde, it comes in style, witha 
well-orchestrated string of goodbyes. 

Thursday, March 7, is the beginning of the end, 
with a performance by San Francisco master DJ 
Mark Farina. Best known for his canonical ’90s

Thursday, March 7. $10; publicsf.com 
Grab a towel and some talcum powder, you’re 
going to need them: The house sound of ’90s 
New York is once again back and dominating 
the clubs.

Their blog, Feel My Bicep, 
was instrumental in reintroducing a generation 
of collectors to rare underground classics. 
Recent years have seen them rocking dance 
floors from Ibiza to Manhattan with club-ready 
anthems like “$tripper” and “Vision of Love,” 
which reference legends like Kerri Chandler and 
Masters at Work, and achieve a near-perfect 
mix of swung-out jazz rhythms and gritty 

diva samples. 


No Way Back presents Optimo at Monarch

In 1983, New York dance punk outfit Liquid Liq- 
uid would likely never have predicted the fork- 
ing paths that would come from its song 
“Optimo.” On the one hand, the tune’s elastic 


“Mushroom Jazz” compilations, he’s perfected a 
style that blends the smooth, disco-based sound 
of 90s Chicago artists like Derrick Carter with 
mellow downtempo Jazz. He’s become an in-de- 
mand touring DJ who plays some of the biggest 
clubs in the world, so this set at 222 Hyde offers a 
rare chance to see him perform in an intimate 
setting, digging deep into his collection. 

Friday, March 8, continues with a takeover by 
the always tasteful party outfit As You Like It. The 
headliner is San Proper, a Dutch house producer 
whose output often defies genre conventions. 
Playful in his approach, he navigates the spaces 
between techno, house, and freaky disco, 
grounding it all with the human appeal of his of- 
ten surreal lyrics. This has allowed him to release 
music on seemingly disparate labels, like the ab- 
stract M>O>S>, minimal Perlon, and jubilant Rush 
Hour. Long a fixture in the Amsterdam dance 
music community, his DJ sets are as far-reaching 
as his productions, so this should be a real treat 
when combined with As You Like It’s typically 
open-minded crowd. 

The big event, however, is Saturday, March 9. 
For its final night, the club has arranged to have 
just about every big local DJ who’s ever been in- 
volved bring on one last hurrah. As of press time, 
that includes Sleazemore, whose Lights Down 
Low party began in the sweatbox back in the 
mid-’00s; Polk & Hyde, the fabulous live elec- 
tronic duo of Giraudbit and Jonah Sharp; Jeno, 
the San Francisco rave DJ who was an integral 
member in Wicked Soundsystem, one of the 
dominant rave crews in the city throughout the 
90s; and Atish, a local underground house main- 
stay. Given high emotions and a bill that includes 
some of the city’s brightest, this party will un- 
doubtedly be one for the history books. And with 
the future of the space in question, this will be 
your last chance to descend the stairs and get 
lost in the chaotic sensory barrage that made 222 
Hyde so special.
